A LTHOUGH rHE UNITED 
4) States insists that its heavy 
movement of troops into the so- 
called demilitarized zone in Viet- 


nam is purely defensive and will not 
lead to invasion of North Vietnam- 
ese territory, the fact that full-scale 
fighting in an agreed no-man's-land 
has now become a recognized part 
of the eampaigns of both combat- 
ants has ominous overtones 

Taken with renewed bombing of 
Hanoi, with targets close to the 
centre of the city, it is difficult. to 
agree with the United States com- 
mand that the new development 
does not in fact denote an escala- 
tion of the fighting and an increased 
possibility of serious expansion of 
the. war, 

In particular the latest. trend 
could -bring-nearer_an American in- 
vasion of North Vietnam. It is 
argued by the “hawks” that inva- 
sion of the North is the only way 
in which to shorten the war. But it 
would immediately raise the spectre 
of direct intervention by Red Chin- 
ese forces. Somewhere in North 
Vietnam there must be a “Yalu 
River” which cannot be reached by 
American forces without bringing 
Peking into the fight.

It would be a point at which 
Red China could announce that its 
national interests were threatened;

Daily the question: What is 
really to be gained by victory in 
Vietnam? becomes more pertinent, 
and the terrible cost of the 
more doubtful in terms of 
received. 

The present warlike turmoil in

While Canada was graduating 
from its own universities 2,256 en- 
gineers in the 1964-65 academic 
year, it received as immigrants 2,- 
254 from other countries and saw 
913 leave for the United States. 

During the same period 1,034 
students graduated from Canadian 
medical schools, 792 physicians and 
surgeons came in as immigrants 
from other lands and 390 left this 


country for the United States. 

Among dentists, the year record- 
ed 286 Canadian university grad- 
uates, 60 immigrants and.21 emi- 
grants to the United States. 

The figures disclosed in the 
House of Commons do not list mem- 
bers of the different professions 
who went to countries other than 
the United States. It should be 
noted, however, that the main mone- 
tary appeal generally comes from 
our neighbor to the south. 

Incomplete as the totals may be, 
they indicate a substantial Canadian 
gain in the movement of university- 
trained persens between countries.

NITED NATIONS peacekeeping ef- 

forts in the Middle East shot to the 
top of the news this past week at a 
moment when pros 
pects for future UN 
peace armies were at 
their lowest ebb in 
years. Since early in 
the 1960s, when the
